Around the World—Fleet on

THE OPEN DOOR AT PANAMA*

herd. Here, said the speaker', as well 
as. in numerous-other places .through- 
out the bible., we find the comparison 
of Christ to the shepherd and of /His 
followers to the sheep. The shepherds 
of Syria, it "was pointed ,out, are .far 
different from,the shepherds of our' 
own 
country. '.There . the 
shepherd 


truly knows his own sheep; he is ac- 
quainted with the. peculiarities of each 
one; he has tendeid them, with utmost 
care since tey .were suckiing lambs. 


And in just'the 'same; way that the 


Syrian shepherd Irnows every sheep 
in his flock, calling'each one by name 
as the American farmer names his 
horses, so Christ kno-wsius.all. There 
is the same closeness.of comradeship, 
the same tender care, and the solici- 
tation for our spiritual well being. 


"Christ' doesn't deal with us .in a 
crowd." said the bishop. "He knows 
each one. by name. His mind is in- 
finite, not finite.
